Food Expert Says 
Additives Are Safe, 
Necessary, Helpful 


“Too few consumers are 
aware that this country’s 
highly responsible food in- 
dustry doesn’t fool around 
with food additives,” accord- 
ing to A. S. Clausi, General 
Foods’ vice president of tech- 
nical research, ‘‘We assess the 
safety of every additive we 
use,”’ he said, “both in light 
of current regulations and in 
terms of potential hazard.” 

Mr. Clausi said that con- 
sumer fear and concern are 
fed by each new scare head- 
line, “and seldom in the fine 
print below do we find the 
facts which food technolo- 
gists know well.” 

Additives extend keeping 
qualities of processede foods, 
according to Mr. Clausi. 

Also, he said, additives im- 
prove flavor, texture, appear- 
ance, and add color as well as 
nutrients. They keep some 
foods creamier and smoother, 
others crisper and fresher, 
and it is the additives which 
help speed preparation of 
daily meals. 

He said that, with few ex- 
ceptions, these same additives 
occur in nature as compo-

HOW & WHO CAN VOTE ABSENTEE 


ABSENTEE VOTING LAWS 

With general munical elect- 
ions coming up August 8, this 
article will disclose the Ala- 
bama absentee voting proce- 
dures in the municipal election. 
Any qualified voter inthe Armed 
Forces, including the Alabama 
National Guard, naval reserves, 
air force reserves, U.S. mili- 
tary reserves, on active duty 
for training, whose regular duty 
requires him to be absent on 
election day, and the wife of 
any such elector who resides 
with him at his duty station 
may vote an absentee ballot. 
Servicemen 

Servicemen, or the wife of 
any member of the armed ser- 
vices if she meets the above 
stated requirements, may not 
more than forty-five nor less 
than five days prior to the el- 
ection, make application for an 
absentee ballot in writing or by 
filling out the federal post card 
application form and mailing 
such application to the City 
Clerk. The affidavit required 
of absentee electors is on the 
ballot and may be @Xecuted be- 
fore the commanding officer 
or authority in charge. Forty- 
five days before election (Au- 
gust 8th) is June 24th and five 
dayse before is August 3rd. 
College Students 

Any qualified elector who is 
absent from the county because 
of his attendance at any uni- 
versity or college. at which he 
is enrolled outside of the county, 
or their spouse; if qualified to 
vote and residing with the el- 
ector, may vote an absentee 
ballot.. Application should be 
made to the city clerk between 
June 24th and August 3rd with 


_ a Statement signed by the regis- 


trar of the school (or his quali- 
fied assistant) that such person 
is enrolled, or is the spouse of 


the person so enrolled at the in- 
Stitution. 
Disabled Veterans 

Disabled voters may vote ab- 
sentee ballots if confined in a 
facility or hospital operated by 
the Veterans Administration. 
The limiting dates are the same 
as set out above and application 
shall containa certificate signed 
by the authority in charge of 
the hospital certifying that the 
applicant is a disabled veteran 
then confined to such hospital. 


Regular Absentee Voter 

Any qualified elector whose 
Name appears on the official 
list of qualified voters, whose 
regular business or occupation 
regularly requires him to be 
absent from the county, may 
vote an absentee ballot. Such 
elector shall present himself 
to the board of registrars at 
any time not less than thirty 
days before the next election 
and have his name placed on 
the list of qualified electors 
eligible to vote an absentee 
ballot. The board ‘determines 
if such person is qualified to 


‘vote an absentee ballot and if 


such determination is made 
places the name on the list. 
Disabled Voters 

Any qualified elector who is 
confined to a hospital (other 
than a hospital for mental pa- 
tients) or is confined to a nurs- 
ing home or the home of another 
person, on account of a physical 
disability, may vote anabsentee 
ballot. Application is made in 
the same manner as a disabled 
veteran and must have an at- 
tached certificate signed by a 


licensed practicing physician. 


certifying where applicant is 
confined and describing his phy- 
sical condition and that he will 
be unable to get to his poling 
place to vote. The certificate 
must be sworn to before a no- 


tary public or some other per- 
son authorized to administer 
oath. 

National Guard 

Any qualified elector of a 
municipality who is a member 
of the national guard or the 
reserve component of the armed 
forces who expects to be away 
from his residence on summer 
encampment or active duty on 
election day, may, observing 
the afore stated limiting dates, 
make application to the Clerk 
for an absentee ballot. The ap- 
plication shall be certified to 
by the commanding officer cert- 
ifying that the applicant is a 
member of the national guard 
or reserve component who will 
be in summer encampment or on 
active duty at the time of the 
election. 

Seaman and Sailors 

Any qualified elector whose 
name at the time of election ap- 
pears on the official list of qual- 
ified voters who by reason or his 
employment as a seaman, sailor 
or mariner, or deep-sea salt- 
water fisherman, who, because 
of his employment, will be ab- 
sent, may vote by absentee 
ballot. Application is made with 
an attached certificate by the 
captain of the chip or vessel, 
or a notary public or some other 
official authorized to administer 
oath, who shall certify to the 
hame, address and reason for 
absence of the applicant and that 
he will be unable to go to this 
polling place. 

Any elector desiring to cast 
an absentee ballot must file for 
application at the City Clerk’s 
office located at City Hall. The 
marked ballots shall be returned 
to the clerk who shall de- 
liver them to the election of- 
ficials of each polling place 
showing the names of all elect- 
ors in that polling place who 
have cast an absentee ballot.

Better Mousetrap 


“Build a better mousetrap,” said 
Ralph Waldo Emerson, ‘and the 
world will beat a path to your 
door.” 

But the United States Patent 
Office is not so easily impressed, 
If your mousetrap is better merely 
because it is made of better mate- 
rials, you probably could not get 
a patent, It must also work in a 
new and better way. 


For example: 
A man came up with the idea 
of making towel holders out of 


plastic rather than metal, The 
plastic holders did have certain 
advantages, They were cheaper, 
for one thing, They were also 
more colorful, 

But these advantages of plastic 
were already well known. Simply 


Even if the change of material 
means added convenience, that 
usually won't do, Another would- 
be inventor put together a map 
case of lightweight metal, making 
it easier to carry. But again, a 
court found no basis for a patent. 

“(The lightness) may prove 
beneficial,’ said the court, “but 
it is not invention. There must be 
original thought or inventive skill, 
not mere mechanical change of 
what was old,” 

On the other hand, a change 
of material might actually change 
the way the product functions, 
Take the matter of garter but- 
tons, Originally made out of 
metal, garter buttons had two 
major drawbacks, If the clasp was 
tight, the stocking liad a tendency 
to tear. If the clasp was loose, the 
stocking had a tendency to slip. 

Someone finally hit upon the 
idea of making the button out of 
rubber. This solved both problems 
at once. Stockings neither tore 
nor slipped, because the rubber 
button gripped the fabric in a new 
and better way.

4-H CALVES 
It appears from all our con- 
tracts that 4-H feeder calves 
are going to be higher than in 
previous years, Of course, 
that is good news for produ- 
cers in Coffee County. How- 
ever, it has a tendency to slow 
down boys and girls who are 
buying steers to put on feed. 
However, most folks who have 
children feéding out steers are 
interested in the training 
of their children and not over- 
ly conscious of the cost in- 
volved.

LESSER CORN STALK BORER 
Dan Presley contacted a cou- 
ple of farmers last week - 
Jimmy Henderson and also 
others -- who were having 
‘trouble with the lesser corn 
Stalk borer. This borer kills 
the peanut plant by boring into 
the main stem or into the limb 
of the plant. It also destroys 
pegs, and this is hitting close 
to a peanut grower’s pocket 
book. The latest recommenda- 
tion that we have for control 
of the lesser corn stalk borer 
is Diazinon, using 20 pounds 
{of 10 percent granules per acre. 
In addition to the lesser corn 
Stalk borer, we had serveral 
cells last week concerning 
worms in peanuts. These can 
be easily controlled by getting 
ahead start by using one of 
tht bates or other materials 
{that are recommended. 
LAWNS

BROILER PRODUCTION 

Last week we wrote to a 
humber of people in Coffee 
County pointing out the oppor- 
tunities which exist for broil- 
er production.

We gave them 
the plans we had and sent them 
out to the processing plant to 
talk to Ned Harrell of Con 
Agra about the broiler business.

Not Apply For 


Increase 


Social Security beneficiaries 
need not apply for the twenty 
percent benefit increase signed 
into law by President Nixon 
on July 1. Ted A. Gamble, 
Social Security District Man- 
ager in Dothan, Ala., saidtoday 
that all social security bene- 
ficiaries who are on the bene- 
fit rolls in September will re- 
ceive the increase automat- 
ically. The increase is effec- 
tive beginning with the payments 
for the month of September. 

The average monthly benefit 
for a retired worker goes up 
from $134 to $162, for 4 re- 
tired couple from $224 to about 
$271. 
two children will receive an 
average social security benefit 
of about $386, up from $322 
For a disabled worker with a 
wife and one or more children 
the new average monthly pay- 
ment will be about $354, inc- 
reased from $295. The special 
monthly payments that are made 
to certain individuals age 72 
and over who are not insured 
for regular social security case 
benefits will also be increased 
by twenty percent, from $48.30 
to $58.00 for an individual and 
from $72.50 to $87.00 for a 
couple. The new law also in- 
cludes a provision for automa- 
tic annual increases in social 
security benefits as the cost 
of living rises in the future -- 
a recommendation made by 
President Nixon in his 1969 
message on Social Security. 
Under the new law the contri- 
bution and benefit base (the 
maximum amount of annual 
earnings that is counted for 
benefit and contribution pur- 
poses ) will rise from the 
present $9,000 a year to $10, 
800 in 1973 and to $12,000 in 
1974. ‘Thereafter, this amount 
would be adjusted automatically 
to keep pace with rising wages. 
This means as earnings rise 
workers whose earnings are at 
or above the level of the max- 
imum earnings base will pay 
contributions on higher earn- 
ings, but they will have those 
additional earnings counted 
toward the benefits that will 
be payable to them and their 


. families in the future.

Comparing all wool, all cot- 
ton and synthetic blankets, wool 
rated lowest because it shrinks 
and can’t:be washed. 

All acrilyc, all nylon and all 
wool are preferred for room 
size rugs because they look 
good for a long time and are 
easy to care for. All acrylic 
was rated tops for use in bed- 
room scatter rugs, while all 
cotton was the favorite in the 
bath. 

The report found that cotton 
is the leading fabric bought 
by the yard for sewing athome.

chair existence of the rheumatic 
heart patient was corrected by 
what is now a one to two hour 
operation done in most medical 
centers. Thousands upon thou- 
sands of young adults who would 
have been totally disabled heart 
cripples now lead full normal 
lives. 

As has been true throughout 
the three thousand or more 
years of medical history, pre- 
vention of disease has always 
been the most effective cure 
When heart research dollars 
helped establish that virtually 
all rheumatic heart disease was 
related to an infection with 
the strephococcus bacteria (st- 
rep throats) which was sen- 
sitive to penicillin, the early 
diagnosis of strep throat and 
antibiotic treatment, especially 
in young children, led to a 
dramatic fall in the incidence 
of rheumatic heart and vascular 
disease.

Completing H S$ 


Neil R. Smart, Director of 
the Montgomery Veterans Ad- 
ministration Regional Office 
said that in Alabama during 
April, about 226 were com- 
pleting high school under the 
G. I. Bill, and swelling the 
ranks of those who have taken 
advantage of a five year old 
VA program that pays them 
monthly allowance while attend- 
ing schools below the college 
level. 


For these veterans this 
means enrollment in remedial 
or refresher courses to en- 
able them to earn elementary 
or high school diplomas or 
otherwise qualify for higher 
education, Thus these veter- 
ans are able, to save their 
full entitlement for higher edu- 
cation later on, 


Veterans who are having 
trouble with their studies may 
receive special tutorial help 
which VA will pay for. 


So far, about 900 educa- 
tionally disadvantaged Alabama 
veterans have taken advantage 
of “catchup” schooling or train- 
ing since it became available 
in 1967. 


However, Smart pointed out 
that this figure does not in- 
clude all assistance provided. 
For example, many educa- 
tionally disadvantaged veterans 
elect to enter on-job training 
programs or attend vocational 
and trade schools.
